These quant 
ties are much smaller than are contained in man 
common vegetables which are eaten daily with ne 
ill cffects. There has never been the shhtest bi 
of proof that: taking aluminum in minute quantities 
such as i eating certain vegetables, can cause cancer. 
For this reason, one need have vo ferr of usin: 


aluminum vessels to hold or cock an rt of food
